T cannot but think it ſeaſonable to publiſh theſe 
Paſſages, which I have collefted out of My. Chil- 
lingworth's Book, intituled, The Religion of Prote- 
ſtants a ſafe Way to Salvation. Not but that I ſuppoſe 
there are few Lords, or Members of the Houſe of Coms- 
mons, that were ſo little conceru'd in the Controverſie 
between Papiſts and Proteſtants, as not to have read ſo 
famous a Book of that Subjett ; which in order to print» 
ing, had the high Approbation of the then Vice-Chancellor, 
and both the King's and Margaret Profeſſors of Divini- 
ty in the Univerſity of _— ; and ſince its publication, 
has

has had the higheſt Commendation of moſt, if not all 
L earned Proteſtants, as the moſt learned and judicious 
Book of any that had been publiſh'd before apon thoſe great 
Controverted Points; yet even to ſuch it will not be un- 
pleaſing to be reminded of theſe few uſeful Things. 
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Here the Reader will nd, in brief, what the Religion 
of Proteſtants is ; what #£rrors ate dangerous, what not : 
That differing Proteſtants agree in all Things neceſſary to 
$ FOatiol ; Your if. s Unchhi/tiah to uſe Force in Matters 
a:erly Religious. What #%s the Fountain: of all the 
Schiſms of the Church, and the Calamities that have in- 
feſted Chriſlendom about Opinions of Religion ; and that 
Univerſal Liberty, well ,moderated, is the way to. reduce

Hap.'6. Nom, 56. Know then, Siry that when 

I tay the Religion of Proteftants is in pru- 

dence tobe preferred betore yours: as on the 

one fide-I do not underſtand by your Religion 

the DaQtrine of Be//xrmine, or Baronius, or any other 
private Man 'among(ſt you; nor the Do&rine' of the 
Sorbon, or of the Jeſuits, or. of the Dominicans, or 
of any other particular Company amongſt you, but 
that wherein you all agree, or profeſs to agree, The 
Doftrine of the Council of Trent : So- accordingly on 
the. other ſide, by The Religion of. Proteſtants, I do: 
not underſtand the:Do&rine of Luther, or Calvin, of 
Melaniton, nor the Confeſſion of Auguſta or Geneva, 
nor the Catechiſm of Heidelberg, nor the Arcicles of: 
the Church of Ezglard, no, nor the Harmony of 
Proteſtant Confeſſions, but that wherein they all agree, 
and which they all ſubſcribe with a greater Harmony, 
as a perfett Rule of their Faith. and ACtions ; that 15, 
the Bible, the Bible, I ſay the Bible only is the Re- 
ligion of Proteftants ! Whatſoever elſe they believe 
belides it, and the plain irrefragable, indubitable con- 
ſequences. of it, well may they hold: it as a. matter of 
Qpinion, but.not-as a matter of Faith and Religion; 
neither-can. they with.coherence:to their own grounds 
believe it themſelves, nor' require the' belief of 'it of 
others, without moſt high and:moſt *{chiſmatical Pre- 
ſurpption. . I, for:my-parr, aftera long (and as[T ve- 
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rily believe and hope) impartial ſearch of the rrue way 
to eternal Happineſs, do profeſs plainly, that Icannot 
find any. reſt for the ſole of my foot, but upon this. 
Rock only. I ſee plainly and with mine own eyes, that 
there are Popes againſt Popes, Councils againſt Coun- 
cils, ſome Fathers againſt others, the ſame Fathers 
againſt themſelves, a Conſent of Fathers of one Age 
againſt a. Conſent of Fathers-of anotitr Age, the 
Church of one Age againſt the Church of another 
Age; Traditive Interpretations of Scripture are pre- 
tended, but there are few or none to be found : No 
Tradition but only of Scripture can derive it ſelf 
fromthe Fountain, but may be plainly proved, either 
to have been brought in, in ſuch an Age after Chriſt, 
or that in ſuch an Age it was not in. In a word,there 
is no ſufficient certainty but of the Scripture only, 
for any conſidering Man to build upon. "This there- 
fore, and this only, I have reaſon to believe; this I 
will profeſs, according to this I will live, and for 
this, if there be occaſion, T will not only willingly, 
but even gladly loſe my Lite, though I ſhould be for- 
ry that Chriſtians ſhould take it from me. Propoſe 
me any thing out of this Book, and require whether 
I believe it or no, and ſeem it never ſo incomprehen- 
{ible to Humane Reaſon, I will ſubſcribe it with Hand 
and Heart, as knowing no demonſtration can be ſtron- 
ger than this, God hath ſaid fo, therefore it is true. 
In other things I will take no Man's Liberty of Judg- 
ment from him, neither ſhall any Man take mine 
from me ; I will think no Man the worſe Man or the 
worſe Chriſtian; I wilt love no Man the leſs for diffe- 
ring in Opinion from me ; and what meaſure I meet 
to others, I expe from them again: I am fully aſ- 
ſured that God does not, and therefore that Men ought 
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not to require any more of any Man than this, To 
believe the Scripture to be God's Word, to endeavonr 
to find the true {ence of it, and to live according to it. 

N. 57. This is the Religion which I have choſen, 
after a long deliberation, and I am verily perſwaded 
that I have choſen wiſely, much more wiſely than if I 
had guided my ſelf according to your Churches Au- 
thority ; for the Scripture being all true, I am ſecu- 
red by believing nothing elſe, that I ſhall believe no 
falſhood as Matter of Faith : And if I miſtake the ſenſe 
of Scripture, and fo fall into Error, yet I am ſecure 
from any danger thereby, if but your Grounds be true ; 
becauſe endeavcuring to find the true Senſe cf Scrip« 
ture, I carrot but hold my Error without pertinacy, 
and be ready to forſake it, when a more true and a 
more probable ſenſe ſhall appear unto me: And then 
all neceſſary Truth being, as I have proved, plainly ſer 
down in Scripture, T am certain by believing Scrip- 
ture, to believe all .neceflary Truth ; and he that does 
ſo, if his Life be anſwerable to his Faith, how is it 
poſſible he ſhould fail of Salvation ? 


Scripture the only Rule whereby to judg of Controverſies. | 


Chap.2. N.11,—To ſpeak properly (as Men ſhould 
ſpeak when they. write of Controverſies in Religion) 
the Scripture is not a Judg of Controverſies, but a Rule 
only, and the only Rule for Chriſtians to judg them by : 
Every Man is to judg for himſelf with the Judgment 
of Diſcretion, and to chuſe either his Religion firlt, 
and then his Church, as we ſay ; or as you, his Church 
firſt, and then his Religion. But by the Conſent of 
both ſides, every Man is to judg and chuſe ; and the 
Rule whereby he is to direCt his choice, if he be a na- 
tural Man, is Reaſon ; it he be already a Chriſtian, 
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Scripture, which we fay 15 the Rule to judg atl;Con- 
troverſies by, 'yet not att ſimply, but all the Contro- 
verſies of Chriltians, of thole that are already. agreed 
upon this firſt Principle, that rhe Scripture « the Word 
of (7od. But that there is any Man, or any Company 
of Men, appointed to be Judg for all Men, that we 
deny ; and that I belteve you will never prove, 


Every Man to juds for himſelf in Matters of Religion. 


Chap. 2. N. 16, In Civil and Criminal Cauſes, the 
Parties have for the moſt part ſo much Intereſt, .and 
very often {o little Honeſty, that they will. nor ſub- 
mit to a Law though never ſoplain, if it be againſt 
them ; or will nor fee it to be againſt them, though 
it be never ſo plainly : Whereas if Men were honeſt, 
and the Law wereplain and extended to all Caſes, 
there would be little need of Judges. Now in 
Matters of Relizion, when the Queſtion is, Whether 
every Man be a fit Judg and Chuſler for himſelf? 
we ſuppoſe Men honeſt, and ſuch as underſtand the 
difterence between a Moment and Eternity ; and ſuch 
Men, we conceive, will think 1t highly concerns them 
to be of the true Religion, but nothing at all that 
this or that Religion ſhould be the true : And then 
we ſuppoſe that all the neceſſary ' Points of Religi- 
on are plain and caſie, and conſequently every Man 
in this Cauſe to be a competent Judg for himſelf, be- 
caule it concerns himſelf to judg right as much as 
Eternal Happineſs 44s worth, and it through his own 
default he judg amiſs, he alone ſhall ſuffer tor ir. 

Ch. 3. N. 81, —— It they [Men] would be 


themſelves, and, be content: that others ſhould be, in 
the cioice' of their Religion, the Servants of God 
and 'not of Men; if they would allow, that the 
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way to Heaven is no narrower now than Chriſt leſt 
it,” his Yoak no heavier than he made it ; that the be. 
lef of. no. more Difficulties is required now to Salva- 
two, than was in the Primitive Church; that no Error 
5 in it felf deſtructive and excluſive from Salvation 
now, which was not then; if inſtead of being zea- 
laus Papiſts, earneit Calvinifts, rigid Lutherans, they 
would become themſelves, - and be content that c- 
thers ſhould be plain and honeſt Chriſtians; if all

them in ir; who does not ſee that (ſeeing as we 
ſuppoſe here, and ſhall prove hereafter) all neceſſary 
Truths are plainly and evidently ſet down in Scripture, 
there would of neceſſity be among all Men, in all 
things neceflary, Unity of Opinion? And notwith- 
ſtanding any other diflerences that are or could be, 
Unity of Communion, and Charity, and mutual To- 
leration; by winch means all Schiſm- and Herefie 
would be baniſhed the World, and thoſe wretched 
Contentions which now rend and tear in pieces not 
the Coat, but the Members and Bowels of Chrift, with 
mutual Pride.and Tyranny, and curfing, killing, ard: 
damning, would fain make immortal, ſhould ſpeedily 
receive a molt blefled Cataſtrophe. But of this here- 
after, when we ſhall come to the Queſtion of Schiſm,). 
wherein I perſwade my ſelf.that T ſhall plainly ſhew, 
that the moſt vehement Acculers ave the | ng 
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Offenders, and that they ars indeed at this time the 
greateſt Schiſmaticks, who make the way to Heaven 
narrower, the Yoke of Chriſt heavier, the differences 
of Faith greater, the Conditions of Eccleſiaſtical Go- 
vernment harder and itriter, than they wore made 
at the beginning by Chriſt and his Apoſtles; the 
who talk of Unity and aim at Tyranny, and will 
have Peace with none but with their Slaves and 
Vaſſlals, 

Pref. N. 30, '———— For what one Concluſion is 
there in the whole Fabrick of my Diſcourſe, that is 
not naturally deducible out of this one Principle, That 
all things neceſſary to Salvation are evidently contained 
in the Scriptures? Or what one Concluſion almoſt of 
importance is there in your Book, which is not by 
this one clearly confutable ? Grant this, and it will 
preſently follow, in oppoſition to your firſt Conclu. 
ſion, ind the Argument of your firſt Chapter, That a- 
mongſ{t Men of different Opinions, touching the ob- 
ſcure and controverted Queſtions of Religion, ſuch as 
may with probability be diſputed on both ſides, (and 
ſuch are the Diſputes of Proteſtants) good Men and 
Lovers of Truth of all ſides may be ſaved, becauſe 
all neceſſary things being ſuppoſed evident: concernin 
them, with Men ſo qualified, there will be no diffe- 
rence; there being no more certain ſign that a Point 
is not evident, than that honeſt and underſtanding and 
indifferent Men, and ſuch as give themſelves libert 
of Judgment, after a mature Conſideration of the 
matter, differ about it.

Ch. 2. N. 17,-—Ia Civil Controverſies we are ob- 
liged only to external Paſſive Obedience, and not to an 
Internal and Aftive, We are bound to obey the Sen- 
tence of the Judg,'or not to refift it, but not always to 
believe it juſt. But in Matters of Religion, ſych' a 
Judg is required whom we ſhopld be gbliged to believe 
to have judged right ; fo that in Civil Controverſies 
every and underſtanding Man is 6t to be a Judg, 
but in Religion none but he chat 3s infallible. 

5. -In Crvil Cauſes there is Means and Power, when 
the Judg has decreed to compel Men to obey his Sea- 
teace: otherwiſe I believe Laws alone would be to as 
much purpoſe for the ending of Nifferences, 8s Laws 
and Judges both. .But all the Power in the World is 
neither fat co convince, nor able ta compel a Mars 
Canſcience to canſent to any. thing :.

this World ; who think of no other means to preſerve 

es bur humane Power and Machiavilian Policy, 
and believe no other Creed but this, Regi aut Civite- 
1# Imperiam haeberti'nibil anjuſtum quod utile ! Such 
Men as theſe it may become to maintain'by worldly 
Power and Violence, their State, Inſtrument, Reit- 
pion : For if all be vain and falſe (as in their Judg- 
ment -it is) the preſent whatſoever is better than 
any, becauſe it is already ſetled : An akeration of it 
may draw with it change of States, and the change of 
State the ſubverſion of their - Fortune ; but they: that 
are indeed Servants and Loyers of Chriſt, of Truth, 
of the Church, and of Mankind, ought, with all cou- 
rage, to oppolethemſelves againſt it as a common Ene-
